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Is this the skeleton of 
a famous racehorse?

A SKELETON which is thought to be 
that of legendary Doctor Syntax, the 
most famous racehorse of his day, has 
been discovered during an excavation 
in Newmarket. 

The remains of the 19th century 
racehorse were found during an ex¬ 
cavation at Palace House stables in 
the town as builders continue work 
on the National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art. 

Experts think the remains maybe of 
Doctor Syntax, who won 36 races be¬ 
fore retiring in 1824. 

The esteemed thoroughbred was 
put down in 1838 - but his exact rest¬ 
ing place was never known. 

Historians at the National Horserac¬ 
ing Museum in the town have said it is 
possible they have finally found him. 

Curator Graham Snelling said: “A 
member of the public told us he had 
read that Doctor Syntax was buried at 
Newmarket Palace House stables. 

“Then, when the skeleton was dis¬ 
covered, it was a potential possibility. 

“It would make sense. Doctor Syn¬ 
tax was euthanised here in 1838. 

“It was a very careful digger driver 
who spotted the skeleton. It would be 
an amazing find if it turned out to be 
Doctor Syntax. 

“He was one of most consistent 
racehorses of his time. He went to 
stud here in 1824 and he was a good 
sire as well as a great racehorse. 

“It could also be a royal racehorse. 


“Its location does not suggest it 
wasn’t. It is very exciting. It makes you 
think what else is there to find.” 

However, archaeologist Chris Faine, 
of Oxford Archaeology, said he was 
not convinced the skeleton was that 
of Doctor Syntax due to the age of the 
horse’s teeth. 

The horse is believed to have been 
28 when he died but Mr Faine puts the 
mystery skeleton at 18 to 20 years old 
after examining its teeth. 

He said: “There’s no trace of any oth¬ 
er injuries on the skeleton. The skull 
was heavily smashed, which means 
I can’t tell from it whether it was eu¬ 
thanised. I’m told that the preferred 


method from that period was a me¬ 
dium gauge shotgun behind the ear 
which wouldn’t have done the skull a 
lot of good anyway. It’s more than pos¬ 
sible it was put to sleep. 

“It was certainly a racehorse, all the 
evidence points to that. 

“I don’t think it could be Doctor 
Syntax, but you would have to carry 
out DNA tests to make sure. 

“It was in a specifically dug grave 
and was not just manhandled in. It 
could be a royal racehorse, but it is 
impossible to say for sure. It was care¬ 
fully buried.” 

Mr Snelling, who has been at the 
museum for 22 years, said he could 


not say whether it would become a 
museum exhibit and said he would 
consider having a DNA test done. 

He welcomed anyone who has fur¬ 
ther information who could shed light 
on the identity of the horse to get in 
touch.

Six years in jail 
for man who 
burgled homes 


A PROLIFIC burglar who 
targeted homes in the New¬ 
market area to help finance 
his gambling and drinking 
has been jailed for six years. 

Nicholas Gallagher, 43, 
committed the offences af¬ 
ter being released from a 
previous prison term for 
burglary to complete his 
sentence in the community. 

Gallagher pleaded guilty 
to three offences of burglary 
and one of attempted bur¬ 
glary and asked for 19 of¬ 
fences to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. 

Prosecuting, Michael 
Crimp said an attempted 
break-in at a property in 
Saxon Street Road, Cheve- 
ley, on August 23 had led to 
Gallagher, formerly of Bill 
Rickaby Drive, Newmarket, 
being caught. 

A passer-by had heard a 
burglar alarm and seen a 
man running, leaving in a 
car later traced to an address 
in Stanley Road, Newmar-

ket. After being arrested and 
linked to three other offenc¬ 
es by evidence, Gallagher 
admitted he was responsible 
and offered to take officers 
on a tour to identify other 
properties, said Mr Crimp. 

That trip resulted in police 
being able to solve burgla¬ 
ries at 19 properties involv¬ 
ing the loss of more than 
£27,000 worth of items. 

Mr Crimp said that prior 
to the attempted burgla¬ 
ry in Cheveley, Gallagher 
had broken into a house in 
Freckenham, stealing jewel¬ 
lery worth £5,000. 

The victim of the Freck¬ 
enham burglary said in a 
statement that her family’s 
“carefree and happy life” had 
been blighted by Gallagher’s 
selfishness. The burglary 
had left her feeling vulner¬ 
able and insecure. 

On November 3 Gallagher 
broke into a home in Duch¬ 


ess Drive, Newmarket, and 
in Rous Road. 

Defending, Joanne Eley 
said Gallagher, who had is¬ 
sues with gambling and al¬ 
cohol, had shown remorse 
and saw the suffering he had 
caused. 

He had also burgled 
homes in Soham, Newmar¬ 
ket and Kennett. 

Jailing him, Judge Over¬ 
bury told Gallagher: “You 
have absolutely no regard 
for other people’s property. 

“You see it simply as a 
means to smash your way 
into someone’s home, 
breaching their privacy, 
making an untidy search 
looking for particular items. 

“You activities not only 
deprive hard working, law 
abiding members of the 
community of items, some 
of great sentimental value, 
but cause immeasurable 
concern and harm. Some¬ 
times people never get over 
being burgled.”

ICE AGE: Glacial Art artists work on ice sculptures in their giant 'freezer' 


The sculptors who will 
be bringing a touch of 
ice magic to the town

STRIKING ice sculptures are set to 
line the High Street for Newmarket’s 
Winter Wonderland. 

But just how can they go from a 
design on paper to a real life sculp¬ 
ture - AND survive the journey from 
creators Glacial Art’s Liverpool HQ 
to Newmarket? 

Mat Foster, co-owner of Glacial 
Art, the firm which is creating the 12 
sculptures for the town, explained 
the process behind it. 

He said: “We have machines from 
the USA which make metre by metre 
blocks of ice. 

“Each machine can make four 
blocks and it takes about two days 
to make those. 

“Each sculpture starts with a 
chainsaw which we use to roughen 
out the shape. 

“Then we use knives and blow¬ 
torches to create the design and fin¬ 
ish it off.” 

The team spend their days work¬ 
ing in a freezer at minus eight de¬ 
grees as they chip away at the sculp¬ 
tures. 

As the creations are finished, they 
are then moved to another freezer - 
at a pretty chilly minus 20. 

Mat added: “This makes the ice 
get really cold. Then as we finish 
them we wrap them in bubble wrap. 

“When they’re being transport¬ 
ed we wrap them in duvets which 
keeps all the cold inside. 

“Then we wrap it all in silver foil 
insulation which helps to keep them 
frozen.” 

Over the years, Mat has created 


ice sculptures for top brands includ¬ 
ing a watch for Rolex, a Playstation 
controller, and even an ice model of 
the Titanic. 

Ideas for the sculptures are usual¬ 
ly thought up between the sculpting 
team and the customer, Mat said. 

He said: “When we create the de¬ 
signs it’s kind of the best of both 
worlds. Usually people have a rough 
idea of what they want so there’s an 
idea for us to work towards. 

“Sometimes we’ll come up with 
three or four ideas and work that 
way as people don’t always know 
what they want.” 

While the sculptures to be on dis¬ 
play in Newmarket are being kept 
well under wraps, Mat spoke of his 
proudest achievements. 


He said: “I enjoy making all of the 
sculptures we work on, but we made 
a big dinosaur sculpture that was 
going to Latvia. That was huge and 
one of our best. 

“We also worked on Game of 
Thrones last year and I have been a 
big fan of the books and the TV show, 
so when I got the chance to work on 
it and see behind the scenes, it was 
amazing.” 

The 12 ice sculptures featuring 
in Newmarket’s Winter Wonderland 
this weekend are being sponsored 
by local businesses - including the 
Newmarket News - and will be locat¬ 
ed along the High Street, from Sat¬ 
urday afternoon ahead of the Win¬ 
ter Wonderland opening event at 
4.30pm. Be sure to go and see them!

I SEE from the minutes of the Town 
Council meeting on October 27th 
that 'A member of the council 
enquired about whether it was 
an offence for horse riders to use 
their mobile phones whilst riding 
a horse. Acting Inspector Leaman 
confirmed that it was an offence 
for drivers operating a hand held 
device whilst driving, but there was 
no such law that applied to horse 
riders. However ; riders should use 


their personal judgement to ensure 
that members of the public are not 
endangered.' 

I would suggest, however, that 
using a phone or smoking or even 
'larking about', while not a crime, 
could well make a rider liable in 
civil law for any injury to another 
which might arise through such bad 
practice i.e. negligence. It is not, 

I suggest, possible to have proper 
control of a horse while smoking or 
phoning. 

Equally, a rider (smoking or 
phoning) who was injured by 
another's negligence (possibly a 
driver or another rider) could well 
find any due compensation reduced 
for their contributory negligence in 
such a situation. 

Fortunately, trainers' employers' 
liability insurance should cover 
such situations but that is little 
compensation for anyone injured 
- nor for the trainers' 'no claims 
bonus'. 

I would suggest that the Newmarket 
Trainers' Association and Jockey 
Club Estates should consider these 
matters and agree such protocols 


and training as are necessary to 
reduce risks for horses, riders and 
others. 

At the same time they might 
consider the light, weather and 
visibility aspects of horse safety. 

I must finally, with apologies for 
my long windedness, disagree with 
Peter Hardwidge Hiett. 

Horses have no more (but no less) 
priority than other road users but 
I would agree, as too might the 
Jockey Club, that horses should be 
accorded due respect. 

Also, I have no immediate plans to 
leave Newmarket. 

Anyway, Merry Christmas to one 
and All, including Mr Gittus and Mr 
Hardwidge Hiett.

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Stablegirl killed herself 
after being ‘bullied and 
belittled’ inquest is told

A STABLE girl whose “whole life 
revolved around horses” killed 
herself after being “bullied” and 
“belittled” at a yard she worked 
at in Newmarket. 

Pamela Winterburn, 44, of Or¬ 
chard Row, Soham, hanged her¬ 
self in a field near her home in 
July after losing her job at three 
different yards. 

At an inquest held in Chatt¬ 
eris on Wednesday, the coroner 
heard that Pamela walked out 
of Hugo Palmer’s yard in New¬ 
market after a series of incidents 
which saw her “bullied” and 
“frightened” at work. 

Pamela had said she had left 
because she thought she was 
going to have a mental break¬ 
down - but the yard told her that 
because she had walked out, her 
job had been given to someone 
else. 

Giving evidence, Pamela’s 
neighbour, Julie Tenney, said: 
“I saw her that night and she 
was trembling, shaking and cry¬ 
ing and worried about her job. I 
used to tell her to leave. No job is 
worth making your life like that. 

“She loved the job but she was 
always very anxious about go¬ 
ing. She said she was constantly 
bullied, sworn at, made to feel 
small. 

“I think Pam’s fight or flight 
kicked in on the day she walked 
out. She just had to get away 
from the situation. She went 
around the corner and sobbed 
her heart out but nobody went 
to her.” 

The incident was one in a 
string of workplace problems, 
the inquest heard. 

The coroner heard that be¬ 
fore that, Pamela was forced to 
take redundancy from Sheikh 
Mohammed’s Go dolphin yard, 
trying to fight it and taking it to 
the House of Commons, arguing 
that long term staff were being 
replaced with migrant workers. 

About 15 months after the re¬ 
dundancy, Pamela took a small 
overdose which her mother, Lyn 
Marshall, described as a “cry for 
help”. 

Her mother believed things 
were looking up when Pamela 
got a job at Hugo Palmer’s yard. 


She was “over the moon”, Mrs 
Marshall said. 

She told the inquest: “All she 
wanted to be was a stable lass. 
She loved horses and I under¬ 
stand there were a couple which 
were quite difficult. One in par¬ 
ticular she took under her wing 
and it seemed to love her. 

“But there was so much to do 
and if she did not get it done they 
would have a go at her in front 
of everyone. It got worse and 
worse.” 

After leaving her job at Hugo 
Palmer’s and being told it had 
been given to someone else, 
Pamela sought advice from the 
National Association of Stable 
Staff (NASS) and Racing Welfare. 

NASS staff told her to “get an¬ 
other job”, the inquest heard, 
and “by fluke”, Pamela got a job 
that afternoon at Ed Walker’s 
yard. 


Mrs Marshall said: “After three 
weeks, she was told she wasn’t 
needed and later that afternoon, 
they employed someone else. 

Once again, it was a smack in 
the face and the door was closed. 

“But by following the advice 
from NASS to get a new job, she 
had tended her resignation from 
Hugo Palmer.” 

Pamela again approached 
Racing Welfare and asked them 
to come to a meeting with NASS 
to find out why they had given 
her this advice. 

Simone Sear, from Racing Wel¬ 
fare, said they were unable to get 
involved in employment issues. 

“Pam felt another door shut 
in her face,” her mother said. “At 
this point, she began to think 
there was something wrong with 
her. She wrote in a letter to me 
that she was a bad person.” 

Two weeks before she died, 


Pamela returned home to Otley 
in Yorkshire and decided she 
would arrange to move back 
home. 

Mrs Marshall added: “I said 
she should just come home. Pam 
had a bath and a good night’s 
sleep. We found some land for 
her horses and said we can put 
a caravan in the garden for the 
cats. 

“When Pam returned home [to 
Soham], she was laughing and 
smiling. I thought we were win¬ 
ning the battle.” 

On July 21, Pamela was found 
hanged near her home in So¬ 
ham. 

Coroner William Morris con¬ 
cluded a verdict of suicide at her 
inquest, saying her employers 
had “lacked compassion”. 

He said: “This was a very dis¬ 
tressing matter. I have heard evi¬ 
dence that Miss Winterburn was 
bullied and that certainly sounds 
credible evidence. 

“She felt she had no option 
but to walk out of her job. I think 
she was dealt with by her various 
employers with a lack of com¬ 
passion. 

Speaking after the inquest, 
Mrs Marshall paid tribute to her 
“bubbly, bright and outgoing” 
daughter. 

She told the News : “Pam was 
a person who did not just think 
of herself. She thought of other 
people. 

“Her horses were the loves of 
her life. She loved them more 
than life itself. When I was com¬ 
ing to visit, she used to tell the 
racehorses ‘your grandma is 
coming today’. 

“She loved all her animals, and 
was a foster mother for the cat’s 
protection league.” 

Mrs Marshall said that her 
daughter’s fight to bring justice 
to her situation was not over. 

She added: “It’s not just my 
Pam. A lot of people in Newmar¬ 
ket have committed suicide and 
it goes by unnoticed. 

“Pam turned around and said 
to me, ‘when I was a child, you 
used to sort all of my problems 
out. Why can’t you do that now?’. 

“Pam might not be here, but I 
am and I’m going to do what she 
asked me to do.” 

Hugo Palmer Racing did not 
wish to comment. 


'Bullying is no worse in racing than in other industries' 


WHILE Pamela Winterburn was fighting her 
employment issues in Newmarket, one of 
the organisations she turned to was Racing 
Welfare, based in the town. 

But the group said that while they can help 
in many areas for people who are employed 
in racing, they cannot get involved in 
employment disputes. 

A spokeswoman said: "I know that Pam 
felt like doors had been shut in her face but 


one of the doors that had not been shut was 
Racing Welfare. 

"We have no idea what happened and 
everyone did what they could. We offered 
and put in a lot of time and Pam appreciated 
that. She had a huge amount of support 
from us but we just cannot get involved with 
employment issues." 

Racing Welfare gives 'advice, guidance and 
counselling', she said, and could also offer 


help to family members. They also have a 24 
hour helpline on 0800 6300 443. 

The spokeswoman said there was not a 
particular problem with bullying in the racing 
industry. She added: "I don't think there is 
any more a problem with bullying here as 
there is in any industry. 

"The problem with Newmarket and racing 
is that it is a massive part of the community 
in one small town."

Unpaid work for 
£ 26 k benefit cheat 


A WOMAN has been fined after 
falsely claiming almost £26,000 in 
benefits. 

Celia Ann Russell, of George 
Lambton Avenue in Newmarket, 
appeared at West Suffolk Magis¬ 
trates Court in Bury St Edmunds 
on Thursday. 

Russell was charged with failing 
to notify a change in her circum¬ 
stances for Job Seekers Allowance 
and housing and council tax ben¬ 
efits. 

The 61-year-old failed to tell 
the Department for Work and 
pensions and Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council that her partner, An-

thony Robinson, had been living 
there since September 2011. 

In total, Russell falsely claimed 
£25,824.87 in Job Seekers Allow¬ 
ance and housing and council tax 
benefits. 

She pleaded guilty to the two 
charges last Thursday and was 
sentenced to a 12 month supervi¬ 
sion order and 80 hours of unpaid 
work. 

She was also ordered to attend 
a Women’s Emotional Wellbeing 
Supported Activities court and to 
pay £250 in court costs. 


Cllr Stephen Edwards, For¬ 
est Heath cabinet member for 
resources, governance and per¬ 
formance, said: “Money lost to 
benefit cheats is money that is 
supposed to be spent on you and 
on services for others.

FROM cooking in a top ho¬ 
tel to taking his kitchen to 
an island in the Southern 
ocean, a chef from Newmar¬ 
ket is set for a challenge in 
January. 

Jerome Viard, 27, origi¬ 
nally from France but now 
working at the Bedford 
Lodge Hotel in Newmarket, 
is set to travel to the Polar 
island of South Georgia in 
January to cook for a team 
of conservation workers. 

Jerome will be joining an¬ 
other chef to cook for a team 
of 20 from the South Geor¬ 
gia Heritage Trust who are 
attempting to rid the island 
of a population of Norway 
brown rats which are threat¬ 
ening the bird population. 

As the conservation work¬ 
ers attempt to save the wild¬ 
life, Jerome will be taking to 
their makeshift kitchen to 
cook for the crew four times 
a day. 

But with the island being 
963 miles from the nearest 
land, The Falkland Islands, 
and 7,666 miles from New¬ 
market, his challenge takes 
a lot of planning. 

Jerome said: “It is im¬ 
portant to plan menus in 
advance to manage the 
amount of food needed to 
order and avoid shortage or 
wastage. 

“Supply of food will be 


very limited with dry food 
coming all the way from 
the UK and some meat and 
dairy products from the 
Falkland Islands. 

“Meals will be simple due 
to the limited resources 
and equipment, but hearty, 
since they will spend the 
day outside in harsh weath¬ 
er conditions doing physical 
work.” 

And the chef said he was 
looking forward to seeing 
the untouched island. 

Jerome added: “I cannot 


wait to go and be one of the 
few to visit that stunning 
remote place, see elephant 
seals, penguins and other 
sea birds in their natural 
habitat.” 

Noel Byrne, chief execu¬ 
tive of the hotel, said: “We 
wish Jerome well on this ad¬ 
venture and look forward to 
seeing him resuming his job 
with us when he returns in 
April 2015. 

“He’s an excellent chef - 
those conservationists don’t 
know how lucky they are.”

Community Speed Watch 
is an initiative where resi¬ 
dents can work in partner¬ 
ship with the police to target 
motorists who speed.

Volunteers work in groups 
of threee whenever they 
want to, monitoring pass¬ 
ing motorists and recording 
details of speeding vehicles. 

These details are passed 
to the police and a letter is 
sent to the owner. If a num¬ 
ber of letters are sent to the 
same vehicle owner, details 
are passed to an officer to 
target intervention.

New gritters join 
fleet out on the 
roads in Suffolk 

NINE new gritters have been bought, 
and a further 29 upgraded, to improve 
the winter service across Suffolk. 

Suffolk Highways has 39 gritters with 
an attachable snow plough, and three 
mini-gritters suitable for areas with 
weight restrictions, such as bridges. 

Across the county, there are more 
than 1,000 miles of "priority one" 
routes for gritting, which get covered in 
advance of predicted ice or snow. 

The 34 "priority one" routes take two 
and a half hours to complete. 

Cllr Graham Newman, cabinet 
member for roads, transport and 
planning, said: "Although last year was 
not particularly cold the significant 
levels of rainfall caused the same, if not 
more, damage to the road network as 
extremely cold temperature. 

"This was recognised by the 
Government and Suffolk received 
almost £6million in additional funding 
to help make the necessary repairs." 

Highways also has almost 23,000 
tonnes of salt, and 2,000 community 
grit bins.

carried the show with his pecs alone (seriously), 
but that wasn't necessary. 

Lauren Rae is stunning as the spirit Inanna 
(every little girl is going to want an exact replica 
of her Jasmine outfit, I certainly do), while the 
Princess played by Philippa Stefani packs a punch 
when it comes to the vocals. 

Richard Earl as the useless, lovestruck Emperor 
got a raw deal on the joke front, but definitely 
made the most of things during a slinky duet 
with Widow Twankey (ooh-er), while the 
ensemble cast and panto babes were cutesy 
and dazzling in equal measure (the ensemble 
lot definitely know how to dance).

Poinsettia 



THE shops are awash with poinsettias at this 
time of year in shades of red, pink and cream, 
the colourful bracts having taken an average of 
eight weeks to turn from green to red. 

Garden centres, supermarkets, homeware 
shops and DIY stores all 
have them on display, 
but you need to be 
careful how you choose 
your festive poinsettia, 
says David Mitchell, plant 
buyer at Wyevale Garden 
Centres. 

"When choosing a 
poinsettia, look for a 
strong-looking plant with 
bright-coloured bracts 
and deep green leaves all 
the way to the base of 
the pot," he advises. 

"A UK-grown plant is by far the best. We 
grow them cooler and allow them more space, 
making sure they are tougher for the customer. 
Check if the retailer is displaying them in a 
warm, draught-free place and never buy a 
poinsettia which is being sold outside or near to 
open doors." 

Once your plant's back home, don't place 


it on a porch or in a conservatory, because 
poinsettias don't like draughts. You're better 
off putting it in a warmer room like the living 
room, but not near a radiator. 

"The worst place is a draughty window sill 

especially if you draw the curtains 
on them leaving them in the cold 
space," says Mitchell. "These 
plants like good light, but are 
not so demanding for high light 
as many other house plants. The 
main point is to keep them warm, 
between 15 to 20 degrees, and 
away from draughts, avoiding 
sudden temperature changes." 

Poinsettias should be watered 
as the compost begins to dry 
out. Don't over-water them or 
the leaves will drop off and don't 
leave them to dry out completely 
or they may not recover. 

After Christmas, allow the poinsettia some 
time to rest and become almost dormant by 
reducing watering. When bracts begin to look 
old and tired in late winter or spring, don't 
worry if the leaves droop or fall. 

In June, prune the plant back to 
approximately a third of its size. Repot, feed

and water at this stage regularly to build a well¬ 
shaped plant. 

New growth will sprout, so stand it in good 
but not bright light, water regularly and apply 
liquid fertiliser every two weeks throughout 
summer. 

From the end of September, ensure the 
plant has natural day length rather than any 
artificial light. Poinsettias, which are cultivars of 
Euphorbia pulcherrima, set bracts and flowers 


in response to short days. Most will need to 
have light excluded to ensure 14 hours of 
darkness out of 24 for eight weeks during the 
run-up to Christmas. 

Once there are more hours of darkness than 
light, the plant will begin to change colour. If 
you begin the initiation process at the end of 
September, you should start to see a subtle 
colour change by mid-October and the full 
transformation by the end of November.

DEFLEETED 4x4s have 
seen their values skyrock¬ 
et by more than £1,000, 
as the return of colder 
weather sparks interest in 
the winter-ready vehicles. 
Figures released by Man- 
heim, the world’s leading 
vehicle remarketing or¬ 
ganisation, reveal that al¬ 
though overall fleet sector 
values fell by just 1.4 per 
cent over the past month, 
underlying performance 
in the sector remains 
strong. 

While the average ex¬ 
fleet price at auction fell 
from £7,045 to £6,948 
between October and No¬ 
vember 2014, a handful of 
firm favourites saw their 
values increase through¬ 
out the month.

ex-fleet vehicles. While 
November’s average val¬ 
ue at auction was £645 
below that of 12 months 
ago, it’s important to un¬ 
derstand that today’s cars 
under the hammer are 
on average seven months

older and have more than 
6,000 additional miles on 
the clock. 

“We would typically ex¬ 
pect values to fall at this 
time of year, so this slight 
drop during November 
is no surprise. However, 
demand remains high 
with buyers wanting to 
stock up ready for the 
post Christmas upsurge 
and taking advantage of 
the seasonal price drop. 
Some vendors can tend to 
stockpile their vehicles in 
the run-up to Christmas, 
waiting for better prices 
in the new year. I 

“It is important to note 
that our experience shows 
that this strategy could 
be risky, as depreciation 
and the hidden cost of 
not selling a vehicle can 
be significant in terms of 
storage and tied up capi¬ 
tal.”

Retirement u-turn 
for jockey Spencer 


> Racing 

JAMIE Spencer’s announcement that 
he has shelved plans to retire from 
the saddle and instead ride as a free¬ 
lance next season has been widely 
welcomed by the racing world. 

The 34-year-old shocked the indus¬ 
try in August when he announced his 
intention to retire by the end of the 
year, and it had been expected his 
final ride had come in the early hours 
of Sunday morning when he could 
finish only seventh aboard Trade 
Storm in the Hong Kong Mile. 

Twice crowned champion jockey 
in Britain, Spencer was told in the 
summer his retained contract with 
influential owners Qatar Racing 
would not be renewed in 2015 and 
he was set to take up a management 
role within Sheikh Fahad A1 Thani’s 
racing operation. 

However, he said in a statement: 
“Sheikh Fahad and Qatar Racing 
offered me a wonderful opportunity 
to become part of their management 
team but, after much reflection, I have 
decided that at this stage in my life I 
am not going to accept it. 

“I have discussed at length with 
Sheikh Fahad my decision to carry 
on riding and he fully understands 
and supports me. He appreciates 
that riding is what makes me happy 
and the last thing he wants to do is 
stand in the way of that. 

“The friendship I have with Sheikh 
Fahad goes way beyond that of the 
traditional owner-jockey relationship 
and even though I will no longer be 


retained by Qatar Racing I know that 
won’t change. 

“I will be riding primarily as a 
freelance, but obviously I have 
certain existing links and relation¬ 
ships with trainers that I will be 
utilising. I am also looking forward 
to being entirely free and available 
for the first time in six seasons and 
developing new associations. I 
have no specific targets other than 
to continue to be successful. 

“There have been a few close 
confidants that have helped me in 
making this decision and I’d like to 
thank them for their support. 

“At the time of their offer, I 
thought I was ready to retire from 
race riding and take up a position 


with Qatar Racing. Sheikh Fahad 
understands completely why I no 
longer feel I can accept the offer 
and that is what is most important 
to me, I am less concerned about 
what others may think or say.” 

One of the highlights for Spencer 
this season has been his association 
with the Jamie Osborne-trained 
Toast Of New York. 

The pair teamed up for glory in 
the UAE Derby at Meydan in March 
and came within a nose of beat¬ 
ing Bayern for a fairytale win in 
the Breeders’ Cup Classic at Santa 
Anita last month. 

The horse is due to run at Meydan 
next March, where he will contest 
the world’s richest race, the Dubai 


World Cup. 

Osborne said: “If it means that he 
is going to be available to ride our 
good horse, that’s obviously great 
news and I’m delighted.” 

Newmarket trainer Michael Bell is 
a long-time ally of Spencer, with 2009 
Epsom and Curragh Oaks winner 
Sariska among their many triumphs. 

Bell said: “We have worked 
together closely for the last eight 
years one way or another and I’m 
sure we’ll carry on in the same vein. 

“At the time I felt his initial deci¬ 
sion was a bit hasty and the closer 
it has got to the end of the year, 
I think reality has hit home and 
Jamie has realised how much he 
would miss it.” 


What at the time looked like be¬ 
ing Spencer’s final Group One vic¬ 
tory had come on Just The Judge for 
Charlie Hills in the E.R Taylor Stakes 
at Woodbine in Canada in October. 

Hills said: “He’s far too young to 
retire. I think he’s probably still got 
a great 10 years left in him.” 
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
